keepthe peace, Representations were made 
by Mr Penfold, who conducted the prose- 
cution, and Mr Stripling of the Hongkew 
Poligs, that an order éhould be made that 
the prisoner would not at any time during 
hia period of imprisonment be liberated on 
& plea of sickness, andthe Magistrate 
acquiesced, saying if the prisoner turned 
ill, he would have to die rather than be 
set at liberty,

in ballast, that the officer in charge of her 
was overworked, and that his ordére 
had been disobeyed in regard to the dis 
charge of cargo. It is claimed that he was 
neglient in failing to see that these orders 
wereenforced. It is understood that the 
O.M.S.N. Co.-desire to hold the Pilot Oo. 
responsible for the logs of the bulk and 
cargo, on the ground that the superinten- 
dence) was under their control, If this 
claim is brought, the caso may became 6 
Conwlar one, but in which Consulate {is 
uncertain, as the pilots represent several 
different nationalities.
